No effort has been spared, no service 
overlooked to assure the safe, smooth, 
successful handling of every collection 
consigned for public sale. 

Every coin is insured in full from the 

time of contract to its eventual sale; at no 
additional charge to the consignor. And, 

the insurance values are based on retail or 
market value of each piece; not its 
acquisition cost. 

While any collection is in the possession of 
Stack’s it is held on their premises in 
electronically controlled vaults, monitored 
by closed circuit television surveillance and 
protected by armed security guards. Asa 
matter of additional security, Stack’s has 
even made special arrangements to have all 
photography done on its protected premises 
rather than allow any increased risk by 
permitting rarities to be photographed 
outside while entrusted to their care. 
Stack’s mailing list, maintained in their own 
facilities, contains more than 51,600 names. 
This huge reserve of potential auction 
buyers is classified by individual field of 
interest, by degree of numismatic activity, 
by geographical location, customer 
longevity, special order requests, ete. 

When an auction sale is scheduled, the 
appropriate section of that list is selected to 


receive all of the material about the 
collection. Active buyer interest is assured 
because we know in advance what they 
want. For each public sale more than 7,000 
catalogs are printed and distributed. More 
than likely, no other firm in the world mails 
as many catalogs on a continuing basis. 

As anecessary and valued supplement to 
the mailing list, Stack’s also advertises 
extensively for each sale it conducts. The 
pages of all of the major numismatic media 
are used, frequently reinforced by 
additional advertising in the pages of the 
New York Times and the Wall Street 
Journal. In addition, pre-sale publicity is 
disseminated to all interested publications, 
as well as follow-up information about 
prices obtained at the sale.

That commission depends to 
some extent on the size of the collection or 
the rarities it contains.
